The invention of the claims is a hybrid lighting system comprising at least one light collector for graierating an 
oTfluorLent light, the U^t collector comprising an optically transmissive material timt js doped witii 
dye molecul^which are arranged to absorb incoming Ught and to 
onTelectrically powered light emitting device that, in use, supplements the output of the light collector to 
providing light of predetermined spectral characteristic. 

No individual citation or obvious combination of citations disclose or feirly suggest such a hybrid lifting 
svstem. The closest art of EP 0224448 discloses a luminous energy transmission device whwe sunlight and 
dSaJy powered light are mixed. However, this device appears to be ^ ^f^'^^'^^^^^^l^^^^^^ 
collects natLl sunligS itself, rather than a system that converts incoming light to fluorescent hght by a light 
E lector comprising optically transmissive material that is doped with dispersed dye molecules, and 
Seme^T fluorescSit light output with electrically powered light. Also, the pnor art device smiply 
SSS decrtc light with nSral light when the latter is insufficient - this appears to merely serve the puipose 
o?^^Cfte t^^ light intensity, which differs from the present invention that suppl«nents fluoresc^t light 
^STctrically powerTlight of at least one particular colour to provide light of a prexietenmned spectral 
characteristic . 
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
